GOVERNMENT RETAINS 
- (A FREE BAND. 


The statements made by the 
Hon. Mr. Landak at the meeting 
of the Tramway Company yester- 
day, were somewhat calculated 


Ito put.the Government in the 


light of adopting a “dog in the 
manger” attitude and the impres- 


sion gained was that whilst the 


Government was not itself prée- 
pared to open up a tramway 
service in Kowloon, concessions 
empowering private enterprise 
to insugurdte a service were be- 
ing wilfully withheld. Ofcourse, 
the matter could not be allowed 
to rest at that point and upon 
enquiry from official quarters 
to-day we learn that, so far from 
wishing to place obstructions in 
the way of a tramway system in 
Kowloon, the Government is very 
anxious and keen that such @ 
scheme should become an ac- 
complished fact with the least 
possible delay, coupled with con- 
ditions that will enable the public 
to secure the greatest benefit. 


The Hon. Mr. Landale in his 
sfRech did not give any exalana- 
tion as to why the repaated ap- 
plications for contessioas in Kow- 
Joon Were refused by the Govern- 
ment, and naturally that was the

to have made clear. From the

Wakemsn) stated that all the 
poisons contained in the transac- 
tions which were recorded in the.

had coffee, or water, or soup, 
tendered to them; and them at 
the last moment the gentle nurse 
would spit in the cup or glass.”

An equally common 
entertainment with these women 
was to offer a wounded man &
